He 
was only in 
Afghanistan 
for a couple 
of weeks on 
his first tour 
in the coun- Petty Officer 
tiywhenhe 2nd Class 
was killed.

Blake was 

a navy clearance diver, but 
was sent to Afghanistan as 
an explosive ordnance dis¬ 
posal operator. 

Gen. Walter Natynczylc, 
chief of the defence staff, 
said the navy’s 100th 
birthday yesterday was bit¬ 
tersweet. 

To honour the fallen sol¬ 
dier, flags at all 
government buildings in 
Nova Scotia were lowered 
to half-mast yesterday. 

“Blake gave his life to 
help others, and that will 
not be forgotten,” Premier 
Darrell Dexter said in a 
statement.

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One child left behind 

Boy, 2, unharmed after daycare forgot him in north-end park

A local daycare that left 
behind a toddler at a 
north-end Halifax park 
yesterday says it will no 
longer be allowing 
children under its care to 
leave its site. 

Two teachers at Kids and 
Company daycare on Bar¬ 
rington Street took a group 
of 10 toddlers out for a walk 
off-site yesterday morning 
to Fort Needham Memorial 
Park, and left one behind. 

Police were called and the 
two-year-old boy was locat¬ 
ed, unharmed, by several 
neighbours around 10:45 


a.m. Halifax Regional Police 
spokesman Const. Brian 
Palmeter estimated the 
child was alone for 10 to 15 
minutes. 

Victoria Sopilc, CEO of the 
Toronto-based Kids and 
Company, said yesterday 
because of this incident, the 
company is stopping the 
practice of daycare workers 
taking kids off-site for 
walks to parks or play¬ 
grounds. She said it was 
“unbeknownst to us” the 
practice was even happen¬ 
ing in Halifax, adding it 
goes against Kids and Com¬ 
pany’s corporate policy. 

“It’s well accepted in Hali¬ 
fax, but it is a contravene of 
our policy,” she said. 


“They must remain in 
their fenced-in area.” 

Sopilc said the toddler 
was left behind after the 
two teachers improperly 
counted the number of chil¬ 
dren as they were leaving 
the park. She said the teach¬ 
ers — who “have been disci¬ 
plined” for their actions — 
realized they left the child 
behind as they were walk¬ 
ing back to the daycare. 

“Well, when you’re walk¬ 
ing with a group of chil¬ 
dren, what can you do. It’s 
not like you can rush every¬ 
body back. So they had to 
call police, which was the 
right thing to do,” Sopilc 
said. 

“(But) that’s the prob¬ 


lem,” she later added. “It’s 
not like I can get in my car 
and drive. I have these chil¬ 
dren I’m looking after and 
you can’t leave one teacher 
with a whole group of chil¬ 
dren. That’s the reason we 
feel it’s not a good plan.” 

Sopilc said the parents of 
the lost boy were made 
aware of the situation and 
“have been very good 
about it and understand¬ 
ing.” She also said an email 
was sent to parents with 
children at the Halifax lo¬ 
cation advising them of 
what took place. 
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Abuse of mentally 
disabled leads to 
increased oversight 

health Nova Scotia’s com¬ 
munity services minister 
is getting more legal pow¬ 
er over boards of directors 
at facilities for the mental¬ 
ly disabled after a series of 
abuse incidents that came 
to light last fall. 

Denise Peterson-Rafiise 
said she’ll introduce the 
details of amendments to 
legislation today.

McNeil unruffled as Grits seek email critic

The email mirrors an ear¬ 
lier website that quotes neg¬ 
ative press clippings on Mc¬ 


Neil and asks members 
whether they think he’ll be 
able to win the next elec¬ 
tion. 

“One email unsigned, and 
one email no one’s taking 
credit for — which are 
probably linked together — 


I wouldn’t consider that 
anything to lose sleep over,” 
said McNeil. 

“If someone has an issue 
with me, I urge them to 
step up. I urge them to 
come forward.” 

He joked with reporters 


that he’s developed a thick 
skin over the last three 
years, and noted there was 
widespread discontent with 
John Hamm’s leadership 
shortly before he went on 
to be a two-term premier.

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Additional reports on bus terminal sought 


Dartmouth Albro Lake-Har- 
bourview Coun. Jim Smith 
asked HRM staff to prepare 
supplementary reports on 
the new $9.5-million Dart¬ 
mouth bus terminal last 
night. 

Smith said he has heard 
concerns from constituents 
concerning several aspects 
of the new bus terminal, 
from encroachment on the 
Dartmouth Common to en¬ 
vironmental issues. 

But Smith said one of the 
overarching concerns about 
the project is people don’t 
have enough information 
— and the information 
available he considers 
vague. 

“There are alternate sites, 
but we’ve only really heard 


that they’re not suitable,” 
he said. 

Smith said he’s also heard 
concerns from the Dart¬ 
mouth High School adviso¬ 
ry committee concerning 
increased traffic of both ve¬ 
hicles and pedestrians trav¬ 
elling on or near school 
grounds. 

“Will there be more 
fumes around, will there be 
increased people coming 
through the school during 
school hours to access the 
transit terminal?” he said. 
“So there’s a lot of concerns 
around (the project) that re¬ 
ally haven’t been an¬ 
swered.” 

The supplementary re¬ 
ports will be delivered to 
the Harbourview East Com¬ 


munity Council, which 
meets tomorrow. Portland- 
East Woodlawn Coun. Bill 
Karsten, who sits on the 
council, said if the supple¬ 
mentary reports are not 
ready by tomorrow’s meet¬ 
ing, a special meeting may 
be called later in the 
month.

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Pesticide ban 
looms in N.S. 

'Non-essential' product use, 
sales barred starting next year 


A provincewide ban will 
outlaw people from using 
or selling many forms of 
pesticides by next year. 

The ban on “non-essen¬ 
tial” pesticides will take ef¬ 
fect next spring for lawn 
care and spring of 2012 for 
ornamental shrubs, flowers 
and trees. 

A list of low-risk pesti¬ 
cides to be allowed will be 
developed over the coming 
months. 

“Today we are taking 
steps to protect families and 
protect our environment,” 
said Environment Minister 
Sterling Belliveau yesterday. 

“We consulted broadly 
and did careful research. 
Now we are ready to move 
forward with legislation.” 

Representatives from the 
Ecology Action Centre and 
the Canadian Cancer Socie¬ 
ty applauded the ban. 

HRM already has a ban on 
the use of some pesticides 
but was unable to ban their 
sale. The new provincewide 
law is designed to fit with 
the Halifax bylaw. 

David Thompson of Land¬ 
scape Nova Scotia said his 
industry supports legisla¬ 
tion that will protect the 
health of Nova Scotians. But 
he hopes the provincial ban 
will fix problems with the 
Halifax system. 

Thompson said a commit¬ 
tee decides which pesticides 
are allowed or banned with 
seemingly no guidelines or 
consistency. 

“One of the challenges in 
Halifax has been there has¬ 


n’t really 
been a clear 
process to 
get products 
on the per¬ 
mitted list,” 
he said. 

“For our 
industry, it’s 
all about 
having clear 
guidelines on what prod¬ 
ucts we’re allowed to use, 
having impact on that, and 
making sure those guide¬ 
lines are based on science 
and medical evidence.” 

Industry will be consulted 
during the compiling of the 
list. 

The ban will not apply to 
agriculture, forestry, golf 
courses and Christmas tree 
operations. Pesticide use on 
vegetable gardens will also 
not be affected. 

Liberals say the bill will 
be ineffective because it 
contains loopholes and en¬ 
forcement relies on police, 
who are busy with other 
matters. Environment staff 
rebutted that there are 
dozens of enforcement offi¬ 
cers within the department.

Gulf spill 
prompts 
pressure 
to extend 
drilling ban

has drawn renewed pres¬ 
sure to extend a ban on 
drilling off Nova Scotia’s 
George’s Bank. 

Even the environment 
minister says he is lobby¬ 
ing for the ban. 

Drilling has been disal¬ 
lowed from the bank for 
more than 20 years, but 
the current moratorium is 
due to expire in 2012. Lib¬ 
eral MLA Harold Theriault 
said yesterday in the legis¬ 
lature an oil spill there 
would be 10 times worse 
than the gulf coast slick 
because strong tides 
would spread the devasta¬ 
tion. 

“It’s a risky bet, is what 
it is.

Record quarter for Halifax firm 


business Power and 
pipeline firm Emera Inc. 
reported yesterday a record 
first-quarter profit of $77.1 
million, up from a year-ago 
$62.8 million on solid con¬ 
tributions from all of its 
businesses. 

The Halifax-based com¬ 
pany said its earnings 
amounted to 68 cents per 
share, compared with 56 
cents in the same period of 
2009. 

Stripping out the effect 
of mark-to-market account¬ 
ing adjustments at its Bear 
Swamp hydro-electric gen¬ 
erating facility in northern 
Massachusetts, Emera said 
net earnings were $81.4 


million, 72 cents per share, 
versus $66.3 million or 59 
cents per share in the first 
quarter of 2009. 

Emera said its Nova Sco¬ 
tia Power Inc. subsidiary 
saw first-quarter earnings 
rise to $63.3 million from 
$52.5 million, while Ban¬ 
gor Hydro Electric con¬ 
tributed $5.6 million, 
down from $6.4 million in 
the first quarter of 2009, 
due primarily to the effect 
of a stronger Canadian dol¬ 
lar. 

The pipelines business 
contributed $9 million in 
profit, up from a year-be¬ 
fore $5.4 million.

Cops corral 78 in 
crime ring bust 



Toronto police Chief Bill Blair said the investigation leading to 
yesterday’s raids revealed “significant organized crime involve¬ 
ment” with two street-level gangs. 


A nine-month 
investigation culminated 
early yesterday morning 
as police conducted sever¬ 
al raids across Ontario, ar¬ 
resting 78 people and ex¬ 
posing the “tentacles” of a 
Jamaican criminal organi¬ 
zation known as the 
Shower Posse. 

More than 1,000 police 
officers fanned out across 
Ottawa and the Greater 
Toronto Area yesterday 
morning as they executed 
105 simultaneous, pre¬ 
dawn searches. The raids 
yielded at least 78 arrests, 
as well as $30,000 cash, 
$10,500 in casino cheques, 
19 firearms, diamonds, co¬ 
caine, marijuana, hashish 
oil, vehicles and more than 
10,000 ecstasy pills. 

The police investigation, 
dubbed Project Corral, was 
instigated in August 2009 as 
a response to a spike of vio¬ 
lence in northwest Toronto. 

The investigation was ini¬ 
tially aimed at two street- 
level gangs — the Falstaff 
Crips and the Five Point 
Generals — but police were 
eventually led to an umbrel¬ 


la organization called the 
Shower Posse, a Jamaican 
criminal organization po¬ 
lice described as an “inter¬ 
national organized crime 
group that has tentacles in¬ 
to this street-level group ... 
and is profiting from their 
criminal activities.” 

“Over the course of this 
investigation, a more sig¬ 
nificant organized crime in¬ 
volvement has been identi¬ 
fied,” Toronto police Chief 


Bill Blair said yesterday. 

“We’re veiy hopeful that 
by incapacitating these or¬ 
ganizations ... we can make 
our communities safer.” 

Police allege the Shower 
Posse has been supplying 
local street-level gangs with 
drugs and weapons and 
have a reach extending to 
Sault Ste. Marie to the 
north, Windsor to the west, 
and Ottawa to the east.

Oil spill would 
threaten birds, 
fish: Biologist 

WILDLIFE An oil spill off 
Canada’s East Coast would 
threaten millions of 
seabirds and fragile fish 
populations, warns a ma¬ 
rine biologist who says 
governments and 
operators have failed to 
prepare for such a 
disaster, especially in light 
of recent events in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 

Ian Jones, an expert in 
seabird populations, said a 
variety of marine birds 
flock to the nutrient-rich 
waters on the continental 
shelf about 250 kilometres 
off the Newfoundland 
coast. The area is a key 
feeding ground for wildlife 
that migrate from both 
poles, but one Jones says is 
vulnerable to pollution 
from the three oil fields 
now in production nearby. 

“You could hardly find a 
more sensitive area in the 
world where you would be 
doing this kind of activity,” 
he said. the Canadian press

theatregoers Saturday 
evening. He was in custody 
after being hauled off a 
Dubai-bound plane at New 


York’s Kennedy Airport that 
he had been able to board 
late Monday night despite 
being placed on the federal 
“no-fly” list. Authorities had 
planned to arrest Shahzad, 
who had been under con¬ 
stant watch from mid-after¬ 
noon, at his Connecticut 
home, but lost track of him, 
two people familiar with 
the probe said. 

Authorities 
shed little light 
on what might 
have motivated 
Shahzad. He re¬ 
portedly came 
from a background 
of privilege and wealth 
— the son of a retired air 
vice marshal. 

In Pakistan, authorities 
said they had detained sev¬ 


eral people in connection 
with the bombing attempt, 
although the FBI said it had 
no confirmation that these 
arrests were relevant to the 
case. Reports also surfaced 
in Pakistan that Shahzad 
came from a wealthy family 
and was the son of a former 
high-ranking air force offi¬ 
cer.

Greek 
protesters 
target Acropolis 

Athens Greek protesters 
unfurled banners yesterday 
over the defensive walls of 
the ancient Acropolis, the 
country’s most famous 
monument, to protest 
harsh new austerity meas¬ 
ures as strikes began across 
the country. About 100 pro¬ 
testers from the Greek 
Communist Party cut 
through locks on the gates 
of the major tourist attrac¬ 
tion shortly after dawn and 
spread the banners reading 
“Peoples of Europe — Rise 
Up.” Greece’s cash-strapped 
government announced 
sweeping spending cuts 
worth $40 billion US 
through 2012, in order to 
secure a vital rescue pack¬ 
age of loans from the Inter¬ 
national Monetary Fund.

Dubai court 
throws out car 
sex conviction 


A Dubai appeals court has 
thrown out a public inde¬ 
cency conviction and a 
month's prison sentence 
for a Pakistani couple ac¬ 
cused of having sex in 
their car after the pair 
claimed they were togeth¬ 
er in a private place, their 
lawyer said yesterday. 

Majid A1 Kabban, a lawyer 
working for a firm repre¬ 
senting the husband and 
wife, said the ruling by the 
lower court was overturned 
last week. 

“We’re definitely happy 
and a little bit surprised,” A1 
Kabban said. “Usually this 
type of thing goes in a dif¬ 
ferent way.” 

Police nabbed the pair in 
May 2009 and accused them 
of having sex in their car at 
a beachfront retail centre. A 
lower court sentenced 
them in November to a 
month in jail and ordered 
them deported. The pair 
were free while they ap¬ 
pealed the case. 

The 28-year-old man and 
his 24-year-old wife, who re¬ 
main in Dubai, successfully 
argued in the appeals court 
that their car should be 
treated like a private house. 
Their lawyers argued that 
because of the car’s tinted

Upbeat, but concerned 

Businesses not yet running at capacity 


Canadian businesses are 
gaining confidence that 
the economic recovery is 
real, but they remain con¬ 
cerned that they’re not 
seeing the results in their 
individual operations. 

A new survey by the 
Conference Board of Cana¬ 
da shows that business 
confidence, rather than 
rising with the country’s 
economic fortunes, has 


stalled over the past six 
months. 

The latest survey shows 
the confidence index actu¬ 
ally dropping slightly from 
96 to 95.6 as businesses 
fret that they continue op¬ 
erating well below capaci¬ 
ty due to weak demand. 

Canada’s economy grew 
by a surprisingly strong five 
per cent in the last three 
months of 2009, and is be¬ 


lieved to have recorded the 
biggest quarterly gain in a 
decade during the first 
three months of this year 
— in the neighbourhood of 
six per cent annualized. 

But the survey, conduct¬ 
ed between March 8 and 
April 6, found just 21.5 per 
cent of respondents said 
their firm was operating 
near capacity,

National 
regulator 
may finally 
be coming 

regulation Finance Minis¬ 
ter Jim Flaherty says he will 
have a draft bill on a new 
national securities regula¬ 
tor ready to send to Parlia¬ 
ment and for a Supreme 
Court reference in a matter 
of weeks. 

Flaherty has committed 
to seeking the Supreme 
Court’s judgment on whe¬ 
ther Ottawa has the consti¬ 
tutional power to enact 
such legislation after Que¬ 
bec and Alberta objected. 

The issue is also going to 
court in Quebec, where the 
provincial government, 
supported by Alberta, has 
challenged Ottawa’s 
authority to intervene on 
what the two governments 
believe is provincial 
jurisdiction. 

Federal governments 
have sought to create a na¬ 
tional securities regulator 
for years, but the project 
has always ground to a halt 
over provincial sensitivities 
and suspicions the new na¬ 
tional office would be dom¬ 
inated by Ontario. 

Flaherty, however, 
appears to be closest to 
making the project come to 
reality. He said Monday the 
draft bill would be tabled in 
Parliament “in a matter of 
weeks.” 

Should it obtain the 
green light from the top 
court, Ottawa says it can 
have a national regulator 
up and running in three 
years, even if Quebec and 
Alberta decide not to join.

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Tribute for ages 

Mazda compact SUV has stood test of time

When it comes to the old 
line, “If it ain't broke, don't 
fix it,” there are several au¬ 
to manufacturers who 
have one or two offerings 
that have stood the test of 
time. 

The Ford Escape and the 
Mazda Tribute — a pair of 
compact SUVs — are two 
prime examples. However, 
they continue to sell like 
hotcakes, despite the aging 
bones hiding underneath 
the botox’d sheet metal. 

Of the two, the Tribute is 
the one aimed at a more ur¬ 
ban environment. Given 
Mazda’s penchant for creat¬ 
ing solid driving machines,

it’s also the more satisfying 
one to pilot. 

The 2010 version we had 
on test was the entry-level 
GX, powered by the com¬ 
pany’s new 171-hp 2.5-litre 
four-cylinder engine, mat¬ 
ed to an optional six-speed 
automatic transmission. 


While it is possible to get 
all-wheel drive with the 
base engine, ours sent pow¬ 
er only to the fronts. But 
winter tires and a bunch of 
safety systems, like traction 
and stability control, meant 
there was little that could 
get the Tribute really stuck. 

The upside of driving a 
four-banger is good gas 
mileage, and the Mazda 
doesn’t disappoint, with rat¬ 
ings of 10.1/7.2 L/100 km 
(city/highway). 

Compared to the firmly 
tuned CX-7 crossover that’s 
roughly the same size and 
uses the same four-cylin¬ 
der engine, the Tribute is 
softer and more comfort¬ 
able on the highway, but 
still maintains some nim¬ 
ble moves. It does feel 


quicker, though, because it 
has significantly less 
weight to haul around. 

It’s inside the cabin 
where the Tribute falls 
down compared to its ri¬ 
vals. While Mazda has ap¬ 
plied its own touches — 
like the glossy piano-blaclc 
inserts on the centre con¬ 
sole — on a design largely 
created by Ford, the re¬ 


sults are underwhelming. 

There’s only so much you 
can do when you’re restrict¬ 
ed by a body that hasn’t 
changed substantially in 10 
years. 

Room in the second row 
is pretty good, and the rear 
seats do fold completely flat 
after popping up the rear 
seat cushions first. Cargo 
room is competitive, but 


don’t expect sheets of dry- 
wall to fit properly thanks 
to the Tribute’s narrow 
width. 

Starting at nearly $23,450, 
the Tribute’s very close to 
the technically superior of¬ 
ferings from Honda and 
Hyundai. 

And if you opt for the 
240-hp V6, expect to be 
shelling out nearly $28,000.

There’s an old saying that 
doctors treat ailing humans 
while veterinarians deal 
with everything else. “We 
say real doctors work on 
more than one species/’ 
laughs Kylie Evans, director 
of student services at the 
University of Calgary’s fac¬ 
ulty of veterinarian 
medicine. 


Becoming a vet requires a 
mix of academic achieve¬ 
ment and personal disposi¬ 
tion. Calgaiy, like most vet 
programs, selects students 
based on strong grades and 
a strong interview convinc¬ 
ing them the potential stu¬ 
dent can make the cut. Only 
about 30 of the 150 annual 
applicants are accepted. 

The four-year program is 
hands-on and students 
work with real animals 
within weeks of starting. 
“There’s a lot to learn so it’s 
generally an intense 
course,” Evans says. 

Evans is originally from 
Australia and has worked 


in several countries as a 
small-animal vet. The em¬ 
ployability is a huge plus 
to the field, she says. 

“I don’t think I’ve ever 
met an unemployed vet,” 
she says. “There’s a veteri¬ 
nary shortage throughout 
the world.” 

Serge Messier, a faculty 
member at the University of 
Montreal, says they take 
about 90 students a year 
and 85 per cent are female. 

The mostly French-lan¬ 
guage programs are largely 
set, but students can chose 
electives in later years to 
point to more specific ca¬ 
reer paths. The fifth year is

clinical rotations and eveiy- 
one emerges with the same 
qualification as a general 
veterinaiy practitioner, 
whether they want to work 
with cats and dogs or cows 
and horses. 

“Those that go on the job 
market don’t have any diffi¬ 
culty finding places to 
work,” he says. 

Douglas Freeman, dean of 
the Western College of Vet¬ 
erinarian Medicine at the 
University of Saskatchewan, 
adds that it’s true, so long as 
you’re flexible about field 
and location. Saddled with 
student loans and desiring 
to live in a city, many gradu¬ 
ates seek more lucrative 
work in urban or suburban 
small-animal clinics. 

“We have a hard time 
across North America of at¬ 
tracting and keeping veteri¬ 
narians in rural practice,” 
he says. Students also need 
to love all animals, includ¬ 
ing humans, as dealing with 
an animal means dealing 
with its owner. 

Vets also blend compas¬ 
sion with pragmatism for 
the hard side of the job. 
Putting down a healthy ani¬ 
mal, be it a dog with behav¬ 
iour problems or a cow that 
isn’t worth fixing, is never 
easy, Freeman says.

BSS sounds indie rock warning

K evin Drew has a 
warning for fel¬ 
low indie rockers 
— don’t get 
greedy. 

The singer and guitarist 
has seen a lot of changes in 
the music business since 
Broken Social Scene came 
together nearly a decade 
ago. For one, there are 
more people paying atten¬ 
tion to bands that would 
have never received atten¬ 
tion in the pre-Napster 
days. And that’s not neces¬ 


sarily a good thing. 

“The success of indie rock 
has brought more greed in¬ 
to the fold,” warns BSS’ co¬ 
founder and co-owner of 
Toronto label Arts & Crafts. 

Drew says a lot of corpo¬ 
rate money is flooding into 
the scene, and bands are 
jumping at the chance to 
land a big paycheque at 
the risk of their integrity. 

He points to the Flaming 
Lips, whose single Do You 
Realize was the sound¬ 
track for a Land Rover 
commercial. “It was one of 
the worst spots ever,” he 
says, “ft was a song written 
to his lover, and the com¬ 
mercial was a car, rear 
view mirrors and the grill.” 

BSS has had their music 
in a commercial too, but 
Drew justifies using Stars 
and Sons in a Cadbury spot 
because it was only shown 


in New Zealand and he 
thought it was well done. 
(It is a really neat commer¬ 
cial — Google it.) 

Because commercials 
are often as powerful to¬ 
day as an MTV video used 
to be, he thinks a day will 


come where corporations 
demand bands pay them 
to use a song. “It’ll be like 
payola,” he says. “When 
that day comes that means 
we failed, we went about 
this all wrong.” 

With that in mind, it’s 


unlikely music from BSS’ 
new album, Forgiveness 
Rock Record, will wedge 
its way into your prime¬ 
time TV schedule. Howev¬ 
er, if there was any disc 
ripe for the corporate 
treatment it’s this one. 

The band’s fourth re¬ 
lease does away with the 
fuzzy noise, drowned out 
vocals and melodic wall of 
sound that’s marked previ¬ 
ous efforts. It’s a pop 
record, through and 
through. It’s refreshing to 
hear Drew and Brendan 
Canning’s voices, and the 
songs are as strong as ever, 
but for better or worse, 
this record is their most 
conventional. 

“It’s a more cohesive 
pop record than we’ve 
ever made before,” says 
Drew. “I love burying the 
vocals but it didn’t work. 


And a lot of the sound is 
just time and age.” 

Part of it was also that 
BSS, once a band that had 
upwards of 18 members, is 
now down to six (includ¬ 
ing Charles Spearin, An¬ 
drew Whiteman, Justin 
Peroff and Sam Goldberg). 
Drew says they simply 
couldn’t manage so many 
strong willed people, each 
with their own projects 
and managers. 

“We really became a 
band in 2008,” he says. 
“We wanted to make a 
point for people to know 
that this is a really focused 
effort by these people. It 
feels like there’s actually 
boundaries and walls and 
places for people.”

With Mother's Day quickly 
approaching, this isn't just 
a reminder to order flow¬ 
ers, buy a card and book 
brunch for dear mumsy; 
it's also a reminder that, at 
least in Hollywood, moms 
are still trying to get out 
of the kitchen. 

“We’ve made some 
strides certainly as a cul¬ 
ture,” states University of 
Toronto Cinema Studies 
Professor Corinn 

Columpar. “But I think 
there’s a lot of holdover 
from the past.” 

The traditional image of 
on-screen mothers has 
surely evolved since the 
mid-’60s when pre-femi¬ 
nist films like The Thrill of 
it All portrayed Doris Day 
as a mom who makes it in 
the working world only to 
concede to her begrudging 
husband that she wants to 
“go back to just being a 
doctor’s wife.” 

However, as Columpar 
contends, most main¬ 
stream movies still feature 
maternal roles that fit into 
either one of two tradition¬ 
al cinematic archetypes: 
The self-sacrificing martyr 
(typified by classics like 
Mildred Pierce or Stella 
Dallas) or the domineering 
mother (as in Mommie 
Dearest or even Alfred 
Hitchcock’s Psycho). 

“Think about Precious,” 
says Columpar of the re¬ 
cent Oscar-nominated 
domineering-mother dra-

ma. “Precious is basically 
all about a girl having to 
define herself against her 
mother ... that mother is 
short of being a monster 
but she’s still very much 
drawn in a way that’s fa¬ 
miliar.” 

Columpar adds that typ¬ 
ically when Hollywood 
casts moms as cen¬ 
tral characters, 

“Those tend to 
be understood 
of a melodra¬ 
matic tradition 
and that isn’t 
typically a pop¬ 
ular cinematic 
tradition.” 

“When I think 
about some of 
the most inter¬ 
esting, contem¬ 
porary films 
about mothers 
— and specifically 
about the relation- 
ships mothers have 


with their children — 
they’re small films, usual¬ 
ly made by independent 
filmmakers.” 

Columpar 
points to 


coming movies Please 
Give and the 

lesbian/parental comedy 
The Kids Are Alright as 
more progressive exam¬ 
ples of motherhood in cin¬ 
ema. 

Still, she remains en¬ 
couraged that even if ma¬ 
ternal roles are diversify¬ 
ing ever so slowly, at least 
moms’ on-screen visibility 
is on the rise. 

“(Mainly) that has to do 
with, for example, the rise 
in Chiclc-Lit and its corol¬ 
lary in cinema,” says 
Columpar. 

“I still don’t know if I’d 
say that’s where you’re 
finding interesting repre¬ 
sentations of motherhood 
but there is a sense that 
the boys market is falling 
off a little bit.”

Broiled Salmon 
with Avocado- 
Mango Salsa 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 1/2 tsp paprika 
2 tsp ground coriander 
3/4 tsp salt 
4 skinless, boneless 
salmon fillets 
1 large mango, peeled and 
cut into 1-cm chunks 
1 hass avocado, peeled and 
cut into 1-cm chunks 
1 cup canned chickpeas, 
drained and rinsed 
1/3 cup chopped cilantro 

1 tsp grated lemon zest 

2 tbsp fresh lemon juice 
2 tsp olive oil 

6 cups mesclun or frisee 
lettuce, torn into bite-size 
pieces 

METHOD: 

1. In large bowl, stir papri¬ 
ka, coriander and salt. 


Measure out 2 tsp spice 
mixture and sprinkle over 
salmon, rubbing it into 
fish. Place salon, slcin-side 
down, in broiler pan. 

2. To remaining spice mix¬ 
ture, add mango, avocado, 
chickpeas, cilantro, lemon 
zest, lemon juice, and oil; 
toss to combine. 

3. Broil salmon 15 cm 
from heat 5 minutes for 
medium. Serve salmon 
and salsa on bed of frisee 
lettuce.
